Is no Insult to tool no.I Ills I'liurrli. 

"The important part which the penny 
plays in the average church offering is 
known to every one who has ever been 
interested in 'church llnancea," writes 
Id ward W. F-ok iii the February l-adies’ 
Home Journal. ''And that it is a parted 
tirely autof proportion to the necessities, 
is felt and realized by many a chuich 
treasurer, .'•cores <d people who could 
afford to drop a nickel or a dime into 
the church offering, content themselves 
hy giving a |>enuy The feeling is either 
tlint the smallest offering ‘will do,’ or the 
matter of church finances is not given 
any thought. There i- a failure to real 
i/.e that a church is the same a* any 
ntli-r business institution, and it must 
have money lor its mainiainniice. 

• There i- »tieli a tiling os too literal an 
interpretation of the pliruae tlint 'religion 
is free.' < »f cour-e, it is free, and let us 
hope tli.it it will always be so in this 
country. Hut to make religion free 
cost* money and tlii» isn’t an Irish 
bull, either. Thera are those to whom 
more than the widow's mite' given to 
the church would mean doing without 
same absolute necessity of life. The 
peony of such a one is the most welcome 
gift to any church, the most noble offer¬ 
ing which any one can make. Hut from 
those who can give tm-re than a penny, 
and who are giving only the penny, such 
mi offering i- an insult to Hod and to 
His church, and tin* sooner people see 
the matter in this hard, true light, the 
better. I am almost tempted to say 
that the great majority of churches 
enuld, with perfect justice, rule out the 
penny from their offerings. Were this 
done the nickel would be the prevailing 
offering, and to how f«w persons, when 
one stops to consider the oucstion, would 
vucli an off eting lie a banish ip or an im¬ 
possibility? \ yearly offering of two 
dollars and sixty cents, calculating that 
one attended church once em it Sunday, 
or twice, with one offering of live cents, 
would galvanize the* church finance* of 
this country "

The postal department ha* never been 
self sustaining. That was not the prin¬ 
ciple upon which it bus Itceii brought to 
its present state of efficiency. It« great¬ 
est office is to facilitate huslii." and 
educate the |ienp|e. lew postal rates 
were made for that purpose, and now. at 
the dawn of tin- Twentieth aentury, to 
enact such a measure a* w..uld discrimi¬ 
nate against a certain class of publica¬ 
tion*, and that a class of great benefit to 
the peaple, would la* the first step toward 
a relapse into barbarism. 

If air I/Hid honestly wishes to bring 
the postal department to a point where 
receipts will c.jual the exp.-use*, there i* 
a wav to d>. it without legislating against 
it useful class of publication* or hedg¬ 
ing a publisher in with a c.plicated 

law, which may he interpreted to his 
detriment l.y any postal official who may 
not he friendly to him, or of the same 
political faith. 

The railroads are charging the govern¬ 
ment exliorhitant sum* for the transpor¬ 
tation of mails much more than they 
charge to the expre-* companies for the 
Mine quality of service. It lias liecn 
estimated that if the government were 
to pay the same rates ns th* express 
companies, a saving of from $10,000,000 
to $15,000,000 per annum would result. 
A* tho annual deficit is about f x.oon.ooo, 
it i* quite plain that such a step as this 
would make the department more than 
self-sustaining. Where the express com¬ 
panies nay about 1 cent per pound to the 
railroad* for hauling tln-ir package*, the 
govarnment pays X cents per pound for 
the same service. Here is discrimination 
with a vengeance, nnd a condition of 
affair* worthy of Mr. Loud's careful 
consideration. 

These same express companies nre 
careful students of the postnl laws 
Their rate# ate adjusted so a* to give 
the publisher the same rate ns lie can 
get hy mail, ar a little lean. Where the 
postal rale is X cent* per pound, thay 
carry 2 pound* for M cents, Where the 
postal rate i* l cent per pound, then they 
carry the same matter at one cent. These 
corporations are not in the habit of 
transacting business at a loss, conse¬ 
quently, ft is evident that if they will 
carry second class matter at 1 cent per 
pound when they are forced to do so to 
secure the business, the government 
could profitably do the same if fairly 
dealt with by the railroad*. 

The effect of the I/iud bill in it* pres- 
•nt form cannot but lie detrimental to 
the advancement of the nation, nnd the 
government of tho 1'nitcd States i* not 
ao poor that it must economize hy de¬ 
priving the poor man of hi* literary food 
to put the money in the pocket* of great 
corporations. 

If Mr. Loud is afraid to offend the 
railroads by proposing legislation which 
will reduce their dividends, why should
